“It is hereby declared to be the pol- 
icy of the city of Los Angeles to own 
all public utility plants, either within 
or without the city limits, which are 
or shall be necessary to supply said 
city, or the inhabitants thereof, with 
local transportation, commu 
light, heat, power, water, refrigera- 
tion, terminal facilities, or other pub- 
lic services which can be conveniently 
rendered by private parties only by 
virtue of franchises or other special 
privileges granted by public author- 
ity. It is also declared to be the pol- 
icy of the city of Los Angeles to op- 
erate ail public utility plants owned 
by it, except in such cases and to 
such extent as may be determined 
from time to time to be impracticable 
or not for the best interests of the 
city, every such Actermination to be 
made by or in“accordance with an 
ordinance approved by the people of 


the city.” 
The Wilcox pro tion also in- 
cludes a clause declaring: 
“All private investments in dis- 


tributing systems, land, rights of way, 
buildings, sources of supply, equip- 
ment, machinery, or other portions of 
any public utility plant necessarily 
and properly used or intended to be 
used in the supply of a commodity

(2) Provided it will agree to sell 
to the city the property it a has 
in the city, and that it will surrender 
all existing franchises, and agree to 
extend and improve its property as 
the city may direct, and that it will 
provide a fund for the purchase of 
the property by the city out of its 
own earnings, any public utility may 
be given a new franchise for not to 
exceed twenty-one ycars, except steam 
and interurban railroads on private 
rights of way, which can have forty 


years. 

Neither of these limitations mean 
anything, since the city is to have the 
right to buy at any time upon inter- 
vals of not more than two years. Sim- 
ply expressed, this is a proposition 
that the public utilities, including 
steam and interurban railroads, shal! 
surrender their franchise 
rights, fix prices upen their property 
in the city, and give the city an op- 
tion to buy at such agreed prices any 
time, but at intervals not greater 


(3.) If the city buys the terminals 
of a railroad, either steam or inter- 
urban, it must rent these terminals 
at a fair rental to let such railroads 
get into the city as be necessary; 
but the city is to have, for example, 
the right to buy a railroad’s prop- 
erty and permit a rival road to use it 
if such rival so desires. 

(4.) <Any franchise granted here- 
after to a public utility that does not 
franchise contract,” as de- 
scribed in the foregoing paragraphs, 
shall provide that the city can buy the 
property created thereunder at one 
year's notice. It shall have no longer 
life than that of the connecting 
utility’s franchise, and a maximum 
limit of twenty-one years; except that 
if it be a new public utility the city 
may allow it five years to live before 
the city has a right to purchase.

STRUCK SIX TIMES AND LIVES. | 


People as well as buildings and 
trees have defied this same old 
proverb about lightning’s not striking 
twice in the same place. Charlies 
Hines, a farmer of Dutch Neck, N. J., 
ia reported to have been hit by six 
distinct thunderbolts. The first struck 
him when he was a iad of 15 and 
while he was sitting in the stern of 
with his feet dang-

belt hurled him into the air and ieft 
him hanging over a stone wall. At 
the age of 23 while he was tn church 
another bolt reduced the pew in which 
he sat to matchwood, tore his trous- 
ers into ribbons, ripped his shoes of 
his feet and biistered his leg. About 
five years later while plowing his field 
he was hurled to earth by «a bolt 
which killed his horse and twisted 
his plowshare into a spiral. Although 
his hair, whiskers and eyebrows were 
on this day shaved off by the subtle 
fuid he escaped without any other 
injury save a sprained ankle. Then 
in 1889 a bolt knocked him under his 
dining table, rendering him uncon- 
ecious. And finally, in 1895, while re- 
turning from town with a horse laden 
with provisions he was stunned while

LIGHTNING IN FRIENDLY ROLE. 

Lightning is not at all famed for 
saving lives, although it takes many 
each summer. An exception to chi 
rule, however, was noted some time 
ago near Le Sueur, Minn. While 
walking on the railroad here Wil- 
liam Schultz found a loose rail lying 
across the track. Dropping it loosely 
in place, he was about to run te the 
station to seek assistance, when a 
blinding flash of lightning knocked 
him unconscious. As he came to he 
saw an approaching train and man- 
aged to drag himself off the track 
barely in time to save his life. As- 
tonished to note that the train passed 
the loose rai] without injury, he made 
an examination of the track, with the 
ald of the engineer, who had come 
back to gee if he had been hurt. They
